. Abandoxied Journalism 

A sense of what ia due to the public 
has led us to entertain some doubt as 
to how far we would be justified in 
coniiauiug to take up time and space 
in the apparently interminable task of 
oarrectihg' the misstatements of our 
momihg contemporary. Yesterday 
its readers were afforded an illustra- 
tion of tlio utter abaiuluiiuient to wliich 
a longcureDr of sinniug Lasbroug-ht it. 
The following item was reproduced 
from our edition of the previous 
day:— 

S ^nntor Cftiupbiill, upon tho snp;ffo.st- 
ion of tlio (jovniment of Ei ilisli Ooluiu- 
Lia, hiii introiluuijilu into I'arliainuiit 
■which requires aliens to bo residents of 
the.Praviuco three years before tliey shall 
lie e igible to citizenship." 

Our coutomporary luado this inno- 
cent little paragraph tho Kiibjijct of a 
leading article, in which it is boldly 
assorted that no such suggnHtion was 
ever made by tho local Govornmeut, 
, and that we "made the story out of 
whole cloth," for tho purpose of dama- 
ging tho Ministry by whom the organ 
is subsidized. Any admiration tho 
boldness of the charge might have ex- 
cited must be neutralised by its men- 
dacity. The reply is very simple, aud 
is this: The report of what Senator 
Campbell did say on the "subject wo 
took from the Ottawa "Times," a jour- 
nal excoptioually accurate in so far ns 
its parliamentary reports are coiicernod . 
That report appeared on the third 
page of our edition of yester- 
i. day,- to which we refer the reader in 
order that it may be seen how substan- 
tially correct tho item was. To any 
ono who may doubt the correctness of 
our vereion of the report wo are pre- 
pared, and shall bo most happy, to 
show the original. It may bo proper 
still farther to state that our contem- 
poi-ary had the copy of the "Times" in 
which tho report referred to appeared, 
and cauuot, therefore, escai)0 under a 
plea of ignorance. Of course we do 
not possess the moans of absolutely de- 
ciding who is telling the truth— the 
Postmaster-General of tho Dominion, 
who could have no possible motive in 
misreprQsenting tlio matter, or the 
organ of tho local Government, which 
may have an object in distorting or 
concealing facts in order to screen its 
masters; but wo are apt to think that 
tho public will experience little diffi- 
culty in deciding that point, at least 
to their own Batisfaction. Turning to 
another phase of tho Hubjcct, our con- 
temporary has been oJhcially inspired 
to admit that "The local Government 
have been communicating with the 
Dominion Govcrnnipnt in l eforonce to 
the naturalization law of thisProvinco ;" 
but it asks the public to believe that 
their recommendations were of a very 
different character from what the 
statements of the Hon. Mr. Campbell 
would lead one to suppose, rfo far as tho 
qnestion, here again raised, of voracity 
bctweon tho orgiui iiud tho Postiimstor- 
Geuoral is concerned, wo can ;iiV(jrd to 
leave that, for tho present, with tlio pub- 
• lie, — remarkiug, however, that loturus will 
no doubt be asked for by the Provincial 
Assembly which will set both parties in 
' theirtruelight, before tho country. But wo 
feel constrained to ask, what rignt has tho 
Provincial Government to pliicu itnolf in 
communication with that of tho Dominion 
and make any suggestions or recomnini- 
dations whatsoever upon that or any other 
subject ? It could have no right to do so 
unless directed thereto by the Assembly; 
and if wo are correct in asserting that there 
liavo buen no such directions given, it 
foUow.s as ft logical sequence that the 
(rovernmont liaH acted unconstitutionally 
and wrong, — di.sphiyi-'d cither ignoranco 
or diarcgard of thoso very nccessnry coii- 
stitutiouai checks by which a Keajicnsibie 
Ministry is surrounded. Adverting to 
the abstract question of naturalization, 
there (uin bo liLtle doubt that tho interest 
and viows of this Province would bo pro- 
moted bycoutinuingonoyearas thopenod 
necessary for comploting tlie jn-ocess, aud 
greatly extending the facilities for com- 
plyiug with the legal formula; and it fol- 
lows, therefore, that any step ciilonlatod 
to extend the period from ono year to 
threo, no matter under what circnmstan- 
cos or by whom tftkon, would bo very gen- 
erally condomuod hero. British Cohmibia 
wants population. Hor distance from 
ifotharfand is too groat to entitlu her to 
expect any considerable aooession from 
there for tho present. In the first instance, 
at least, iiho must look chiefly to a foreign 
neighbor; aud, in order to draw popuia- 
tion from tho nearer sourc j shn must take 
care that her lawrt and institutions are 
liberal and ».ttrai:tivo.

Tn&'-East Coaat Tragedy. 

KxKminiitlon Into tho Charge ugainiit the 
Nupe liitanduut vt Pulicu Iioloro Jui!s« 
Poinborton. 

Judge Pomberton snt yostonlay to hear 
a charge preferrod against Huixn-intoii- 
dout Salliviiii cf hiivin;j killed two In- 
dians on tho Ea.st CoiiHt of tUis Ishmd, on 
the 25th April last. Among tho v.-itnf?>^st's 
present wore J. F.MuGratn (who ia hold 
uador a capital charge) aud who was 
brought from tho prison to give evi- 
dence as to tho shooting, and Louis, 
ono of Sullivun'.s erew iit tho time the 
killing took phioo. As our roporlo,* eu- 
tcrod no Hinv" MetinUh sualcd on n bench, 
stopped and bid liini ,t;oo,l morning. Tcio 
SuporiutniRloat of Polioo (hiinaolf in the 
custody of tho Court) stopped forward 
and tapping the reporter on the sboulder 
said, "i'ou'U have to get an order from 
sir, before yon ean spinik to a, prison- 
er." "Oh," rc^pliiHl the rciiortor, "I 
hnvo no pjirtienliiL- wish to .si)o.ik to liiui, 
or to ft.sk II f.avor of you." From this eir- 
ouiustanoo wo gather that the Suporin- 
tandont had not yet been suspended; 
aud he thuH tilled a most extraordinary 
double position, viz: an olFieer of tiio 
Court, and n prisoner, at one aud tho .sam'; 
time! 

Judge Pemborton having taken his seat 
the information of ollicur lluteliinson was 
read. In.tiubatancc it ehar^oil J. D. Sul- 
livan with having killed two Indians 
near Cape Madgo in the mouth of April 
laflt. 

The Informant — Tho information la 
true. Tho Indians belonged to the Fort 
Rupert triL)e, I believe. 

Mr. Kohortaou said that he appeared on 
behalf of tho Snperintendent of Indian 
Affairs to watch the cose. 

Mr. MoOreight announced that he ap- 
peared for tho defonoo. 

James Francis Jib'Cirath, sworn and oi- 
amiiied br Mr. U;)b;M-tson — Komombor 
tho '25:h "day of April last; was in eom- 
pany with Mr. Sullivan, ono Iiouis (a 
half-brood), and a man and woman of the 
Nimkish tribe [Loui.i was hero ordered 
out of Court.] I saw six canoes with 
Indians at 10 o'clock in the forenoon, 
coming towards us under sail; wo woro 
making for Comox; Mr, Snllivan said he 
•would go and seo if the Iiidians iiad whis- 
ky. The canoes canio towards us; Mr. 
Sullivan ordered Loui.s to steer alongside 
the first oanoQ. Mr. Sullivan ordered 
thHm to stop and told them in Chinook— 
"Nika tyheo policeman Victoria. Nika 
tikeo uannich niika whisky." Louii told 
thorn tho same in the Fort Rupert tongue; 
Mr. Sullivan had his cap on at tho sanio 
time; it is what is oalleil a policeman's 
cap — peaked with a cord about it; a cap 
(produced) was exactly like the one ho 
■wore. Tliere woro sovon Indians in the 
canoe; as soon as they were told what Mr. 
Sullivan wautod they pi^ddled aw;iy (their 
guns bfling by thai.- sidojand one ^h ni.od 
defiantly towards us; wo followed a short 
distance, but could not catch thorn. Wo 
made for tho second canoo, in ^i hi -h wore 
three women and three mou. Sullivan 
and tho Indian with iiim called on them 
to"Mdj'i yokum" (down sail); they did 
not stop and wo chased thorn; Sullivan 
fired a shot across their bows; we over- 
took them; Sullivan asked if they knew 
him? They replied, "yes." Tlio canoo 
■was full of spirits; Sullivan took ono can 
of whisky out of the canoe; they said that 
tliere was hiyou whiskey in tho other ca- 
noon (behind); tho canoe was then ro- 
Jeweil, but thoy carrieil off Sullivan's oar 
with thorn; didn't 800 thoin take it, but 
belierad thoy did. Wo then pulled for 
the third canoe— filled with Knight Inlet 
Indians; there wore five in it— two mou 
and three women; the man in tho fore- 
most part was named Tom, next sat a wo- 
man, next to her tho other man, noit to 
the man was a woman called "Mumpy," 
»ad in tho stern was another woman. Tho 
eaaoo was uudei paddle and sail; thoy 
•were hailed at a distance of 100 yards by 
Sullivan, me and Louis, and told who 
Sullivan was. Saw one of the women, as 
■wo approached, covering something with 
CLoloth; both c.moei wore now headed 
north; when we got alongside Mr. Snlli- 
vaasftid, in Ciiino.jk, •■! want that whis- 
Jcy." Tom's woman, who was covering, 
said, "No;" SuUivan reached to take a 
can and she throw herself upon it; Sul- 
livan had hia revolver co 'ked in his loft 
hand. She told Tom to gel a ■•innsket!' 
Tom, who was stiinding up, jmnjii'd over 
to tho side of the canoe we wcieon, drop- 
ping his piddlo. Tom h.il nutiiing in 
his liaud then. There wu.i u small box 
about 20 inches square on that sido of the 
canoe and Tom made a spring for it. 1 
told Snllivan not to let hiiu get the bo< - 
there was a pistol in it. Mr. SiilliTaii 
5^rj.ii)e 1 the b )X with l)ot'i liiuli, still 
hjl.iing the pistol in his left hand. Tile 
luJiau wrenohed tiie bo.^: from .Sullivan's 
haad, undid the lashing and p it his hand 
on the butt of a pistol. I distinclly saw a 
pistol. Mr, Sullivan fired at Tom, having 
Urst pushed tho canoe away from him; 
•when at a Jiatuiuu! of six feet from Tom 
Sullivan iirod. The bo.x dropped from 
Tom's hand, but he did not lull. 'J'om 
stooped down to pick up tlio box again 
(tho box was still covered) when Sulli- 
Tan fired again and tho Indiau f(!ll, box 
and all. The man sosmod to sottlo down 
like. Snllivan (who -was standing jjp 
during tho Hhooting) gave orders to push 
away. At this time the second Indian 
was drawing a musket out of a woollen 
covering or blanket case. Ho had the 
butt and lock out; he was pointing the 
gun towards Mr. Hu livan on whom, also, 
my eyoH wore lixod; I heard a click; can- 
not awoar tho gun was cocked; Sullivan 
fired twice at this Indian. He suddenly 
dropped his head on his broast and did 
not move again. During this time ono 
tho women was throwing water in tho 
faoo of Tom. Sullivan fired twice at the 
Rocond Indian; tho first shot hod no eireet 
upon him; ho still looked at Sullivan, 
but I think ho dropped his gun before 
the Hocond shot was tired. 

Mr. Robertson— J5e a little careful. Had 
ho dropped his gun? 

Witness (after a pause)— I think he 
had. Four shots wore fired. Sullivan 
gave orders to push for shore. Three 
other canoes— about 1000 yards ofl"— be- 
gan firing at us. When wo got to shore 
iiiey were about 15l) yards distant and tho 
bAlls wore w'.iistling about us. Tho wo- 
men -^'oro shouting and crying out. T.ie 
throo other canoes, after wo got to shore, 
pasted on and did uot oome near us, but 



beaded towards Cape Mudge. The box 
was tied with two strings in such a man- 
ner aa they could 'oo undone in a moment, 
riie Indian pnt his right hand in the box 
(whi(!li he held under his left nrin). I 
saw onongh of the jiistol to know it was 
brnBsmouutod; I think it was a horse i>is- 
tol. Sullivan was then about ton feet off 
from tho man. Just as he was haul- 
ing the pistol out of the box tho Supor- 
fired at him. 

tJross-eianiined by Mr. McCrcight — 
Witness described tlio position of the 
man ■^vlio was sitting down with tho nius- 
kot; the gun was pointed at Sullivan; 
didn't think the lock of tho gun was 
caught. After tho first shot the Indian 
seomod stunned like, but still hold tho 
gun lu tho same position— pointed at Sul- 
livan and liis eyo on him too. Think 
Sullivan, before he fired lit Tom, said, 
"look out," and warned him to drop tho 
pi.Ttol. Tom told him to fire. I think 
we should all have been killed if Snllivan 
hadn't^ tired ; most all of the canoes had 
flags, which is a sign, that they had 
whisky on board. 

Mr. McOreight — Da you know tho 
character of tho Indiars who were shot '? 

Mr. Robertson objected to tho ques- 
tion. 

;Mr. McOreight said that evidenco to 
sliov,- that the accused's life was in dan- 
ger v,iis admissible. 

Mr. Robertson — McOrath may have 
known the character of these men, but it 
does not follow that Sullivan did. 

'I'he Court— If iMcGrath told Sullivan 
they were bad ciiaracterH before tho 
slinoting the evidence is admissible. 

-MeGrath— I did uot until after the 
shooting. Tom drove a copper party 
from Knight's Inlet somo time ago. 'iheio 
were five cans of whisky in the canoe. 

Mr. Robertson— In your direct testi- 
mony you stated that when Sullivan lirod 
at the Indian with tho gun the Indian 
dropped the gun. In your cross-exami- 
nation you stated that he did not drop it. 
Which statement is tho correct one'? 

Witness— I meant that ha dropped the 
butt of the gun, but the muzzle was still 
directed towards Mr. Sullivan; he dropp- 
ed the butt about throo inches; tho diroo- 
tion was not changed, but tho charge 
would have gou'-; into tho air. I forgot 
to say in the lirst oxamination that Sul- 
livan wnrned the Indians that be was 
about to fire. Ho said, "Klosh naunich — 
nika pooh mikal" which means "Look 
out or I'll shoot you." It was a w.irning, 
not a threat. 

To Judge Pomborton"-ne warned Tom, 
n(jt the others. Sulliv.an had bin pistol 
in his hand, but not presented. Tom 
(who was standing up) r(ipliod, "Very 
good, shoot!" Sullivan and tho Indian in 
our oanoe warned Tom two or three times 
not to shoot. 

Louis, a linlf-brocd, who was ono of tho 
crow in SuUivau's canoo, was sworn : — 
Ho testified that Sullivan doinandod the 
whisky after tho Indians wero tolJ that 
Sullivan was a policeman, but thoy re- 
fused to give it up. When Sullivan triod 
to take a can, Tom picked up a small box ; 
Sullivan took hold of it, but tho Indian 
wrenched it fronr him aud sitting down 
triod to take out a pistol. Snllivan, who 
held a cookeil pistol in his baud, toldToin 
liB wonld shoot him if he did not throw 
his pistol down. Tom told him to shoot, 
but did not point his pistol at Sullivan or 
t ike it from the box. Sullivan then fired 
at Tom twice, quick. The Indian, after 
the first shot, fell against tho sido of the 
canoe and dropped tho pistol. Tho Indi- 
an got up again and triod to get tho pistol 
when Snllivan shot him again. WitnofS 
saw blood on the sido of Tom's head. Af- 
tar Tom was shot tho other Indian took a 
long gun from under his blanket and 
pointed it at Sullivan, whereupon Sulli- 
van shot him twice. 'The first time he was 
shot tho gun fell from his hands and he 
fell over sideways. Sullivan said nothing 
to the Indian who had tiie gun before he 
shot him; but he did say " Stop!" to tho 
first Indian. After the Indians were shot 
we went ashore by Sullivan's orders. The 
dead Indians belonged te tho Klowitz 
tribe, I told tho Indians in Chinook that 
Sullivan was a policeman. 

Cross-examined by Mr McCreiglit — The 
other Indian in our canoo called out to 
tho others in tho Fort Rupert langu.ago to 
stop, ai> there was a policeman there. [ Wit- 
ness here described the position of the In- 
dian with the gun before tho first shot was 
fired.] .\fter Mr Sullivan tired tho first 
shot at him tho Indian dropped his gun, 
hia hands dropped and ho foil over in the 
oanoo; tho musket fell out of his hands af- 
ter Sullivan flrod tho first time. Thinkhe 
was hit the first shot. 

To Mr Robertson — Snllivan fired tho se- 
e )nd time as quick as he oould recock his 
pistol. The Indian hod fallen over ho- 
tho secouil shot wns fired. 

To Mr .Mc(;reigbt— Didn't hear the In- 
dian with the pistol say anvthing. 

To .Judge I'oiubcrton — Mr Sullivan had 
a policeman's cap on, but no other mark 
of a polii'einan. 

Oouia, an Indian who was in tho canoo 
with Sulli.'an, was next called. Ho said 
(tlirtjugh an interpreter) that 'Tom grab- 
boil for a box and tried to take .souicthing 
out. Witnes.i <lid not see a jiistol in the 
box, but ho saw Tom 'rjreak the string that 
hold the liil. Sullivan toM witness, after 
the shooting, that the Indian had a piitol. 
Tlio Indian was standing up. When ho 
was shot ho fell down in tho oanoo ; while 
ho was lyiu-C down Sullivan shot hiii) 
ftjain. Th« Indian was trying to pick up 
something. Sullivan's canoo was thou 
shoved off. Another Indian triod to lako 
a gnu from nad(>r a blanket, when Sullivan 
shot him. The Indian pulled tho blanket 
olT the gun and pointed it at Sullivan. Ho 
was putting it to his shoulder when Snlli- 
van lirod. He fiill on liis breast. While 
tryin^{ to take u]) tho gun again Sullivan 
fjrod a second tima. Did not hear SuUi- 
vaif say anything to the second Indian. 

Akaow, a Ninipkisli squow, testified that 
slie saw .Sulli-,'/in shoot at the Indian. Tho 
first Inilian laid dovi) on a oan of whisky 
and refused to give it up; triod to take 
a pistol out of a box when Sullivim (iliot 
him. Snllivan didn't try to tako tho box. 
Saw the Indian's pistol, it was a small ono. 
Tho Indian did not point tho pistol. Sul- 
livan shot twioo at this Indian. Tho Indi- 
an ■was sitting down. Tl)o Indian drup- 
peil tho pistol after tho first fihot and did 
not puck it up again. The Indian ■who was 
aft took hold of li long gun and poiutud it 
at Sullivan, who then shot him. Tho In- 
dian fell forward and did not sit up again, 
Sullivan shot him twioo. He shot very 
fast. 

'The further hoarlngof tliD ca.io washore 
adjourned until next 'I'uosday wook.wlion 
it is expected that the squaws who were in 
tlie fatal canoe will be brought down by 
the Boxer. 

At the oonolnsion of the testimony Mr 
Sullivan was liberated on his recogniz- 
ance in tho sum of $1000.

Tlie Sliockins:MTix'dor on San 
Juan Island. 



Jlr. Henry Sainnlers. returned from San 
Juan Island yesterday, liringiiig the 
bodies of tho lato Capt. Dwyer and his 
wife. An inquest was coiuniouccd yester- 
day before Justice Warbass. I''rom the 
appearancQ of tho hold in which Dwyor'a 
body was found, it would floom as if the 
murderer walk(Hl by Dwyor's side as tho 
latter was eiigJtged in plowing, for some 
time — probably disputing, aiul that juat 
when Dwyer had reacbeil tho end of a 
furrow and had turned to raise tho plow, 
tho miscreant shot hiiu with a rifle 
from behind — the ball passing through 
his liead and coming out nndor the left 
eye. Mrs. Dwyer ajipoars to bavo boon 
seated on the stoop ni the iionso in full 
view of the men, oiigiigo 1 in making a 
scarlet gown for her e.\])ected baby. A 
pair of scissors, which slii? had been using, 
wero picked upon tho porch, and tho body 
lay fully dressed in tho bed-room u ' 'sun- 
down" still on tho lioail. It is supposod 
that on Koeiiig the murderer approaoh tdio 
lied inside the lious(> anil locked tho door. 
'The door was lockoiland tho ki?y and tho 
gown, bathed in blood, lay by tlio woman's 
side. 'The murderer, (jvidently VTialiiug 
to destroy the only witnos.* of his first 
(;rime, fii'cd tlir<ju;';h tli(^ window with his 
rilla anil only slightly wounded Mr*. 
Divyer in tin- side. He appears then to 
have sniaslii'd in the lower sash, jnmpetl 
into the house, ami .Kiiot Mrs. Dwyer with 
luu- hunb.ind H gun.wiiieh was loadeil with 
buckshot, riddlingtho head and broast. 
Some papers, two wutulies aud a small 
amount of uonoy only ore missing, al- 
though a trunk was ransacked.

The celebrntcd ]3ritisli East India 
Company, created about the year 15'J3 
or 'M, with Tiionias Shiythe,' Esq., as 
its firat Grovornor, and which nt ono 
time had control of British interosta in 
the East, is about to pass out of eiist- 
ance. Tlie liistory of this company, 
from tlie date of its origin down to the 
pro.seiifc time, is most eventful, but is 
luoro or less familiar to every studeut. 
At ono time it was a colcssal commer- 
cial power, and pmircd its wealth into 
the Jiritish aiathoji Ijy countless mil- 
lions of iiouiuls~/Iha aft'iiirs of the 
Company f'mjffiy^bec.oiniiip complica- 
ted, and tlio British possessioiiu dia- 
tiirbod ill consoquonco, tlio Parliainoiit 
in Aur^'iist, 1858, passed an Act "for 
tho bettor {^overniuont of India," by 
whicii (dl tlie powers of tho Company 
wero vented in the Qncou. Thin Act, 
though it did not abnlisli th<! company, 
restricted its fuiictiou.s to the adiuiiii- 
BtratioD of tho stock and the distribu- 
tion of the fixed intere!3t or divideiuls 
upon itH old share capitil. A bill is 
now bofuroPai'liairieiitto complete tho 
redemption, by llie jdiyment of a stated 
sum, and j-rovii liinf foi' Lhn liniil dis-
